How the November Corn is Run- 
ning. 


Observations on the Corn Crop—The New 
Telegraph Company. 


The cold weather did not help the corn shorts 
as much as they thought it would. Some of them 
came down expecting to find the bottom out 
and the market dropped through the hole. To 
their surprise they could still see some signs of 
gtiffness left and prices around somewhere in the 
neighborhood of where they were Saturday.

“It willtake several days, perhaps a week of 
this kind of weather to harden corn enough to 
grade,” said an operator. “The time is rapidly 
approaching, however, when the grand break will 
eome.”’

Vantages in learning how the crop of corn is at 
present. He - itisa mistake to suppose that 
Kneas corn will grade this month. It is too wet 
or that, as the corn has been soaked bythe recent 
heavy rainsand wil! not dry out enough even with 
this Rind of weatherto grade No, 2 for some time 
Their crop of corn isa fair average one, but 
Pet 20 immense as people think. Nor is the quality 
so fine, as a protracted dry spell of last 
ummer had A rather blighting et- 
ect upon a rood deal of the 
corn. He also claims that the farmers will not be 
a0 eager to sell their corn this year as two years 
ago, when they so completely cleaned them- 
selves out of corn that this year they were 
forced to pay seventy-five cents and even as high 
as one dollar a bushel for corn to feed to their 
stock. They will hardly be liable to go bare of 
corn this year, but will keep enough on hand to 
carry them into next year’s crop. Mr. Van Wote 
says thatthe amount of corn cribbed so far is 
small, and that corn is now selling in the ear at 
forty cents; that at thirty-five cents a bushel the 
stock-dealers will buy all they can get. He states 
that the supply of hogs ought to be large by next 
June. Thefarmers have been getting so much 
money for hogs that many of them have turned 
thelr attention more towards their raising, as 
hoge at $5 a hundred in the country is fully equal 
to

It seems to be unques- 
tioned that they have formed an alliance to 
prevent any improvement being introduced 
and are ready to fight the improvement to 
the end.

NUGGETS OF LAW. 


The Circuit Bench Interprets the Statates 
in Notable Cases To-Day. 


The Circuit Judges this morning passed on a 
number of motions taken under advisement, the 
notable features of which are given hereunder: 


In the case of James Hamilton against Sheriff 
Mason and his bondsmen, Judge Adams to-day 
denied a motion for judgment. This was entered 
under section 203, KR. S.,a summary remedy on 
two days’ notice, onthe ground that the Sheriff 
in August last collected money which he 
refused to pay over. An attachment 
suit was fited by the plaintiff against Chas. A. 
Cramer. Personal property was seized under it 
and sold by the sheriff, and final judhment was 
entered in piaintifi’s favor. It did not appear 
however, that the court had ordered an Sngig Ho 

ie 


for obtaining a lien upen a debter’s property, co n 
tingent however upon the event of the creditor s- 
suit. The Sheriff's return read in evidence and 
the facts of the iscase leave the money in thehands 
of the sheriff, still as the property of the 
debtor, ‘that is, not levied on under 
the execution. “Whatever other remedies the 
plaintiff may have against the Sheriff for failure 
to levy, it seems clear to me,” says Judge Adams, 
“that he has no remedy under the section 
resorted to, as the facts of the case 
do not amount to making a collection 
on an execution. This at! pr is special 
and must be strictly construed. The title of the 
proceeds of property perishuble, and therefore 
sold, remains in the debtor until after final judg- 
meut and a transfer of title by execution.” 
STATUS OF ATTORNEYS. 

Judge re sustained the motion to set aside 
the affilrmance in the case of Evans against the St. 
Louis and Llron Mountain Railroaa Company. 
“Where one employs an attorney to prosecute or 
defend his suit he is coneluded by the 
acts of such attorney in the absence 
of fraud, having presented him to the world as 
his actredited agent.””. This wasa casein which 
service on the agent is held good. 

In the case of Priest against Watson, Judge 
Lindley sustains a motion to set 
aside default. The court Says: 

“When an attorney relies on the known cour- 


! tesy and liberality of a brother attorney who goes 


ou tol (he case, and afdefauitis then taken, without 
notice or information of such change the defauit 
should not stand.” 

The court overruled the motion fora new trial 
ofthe indorsed note suit, Bank of Commerce 
against B. M. Chambers and R. Graham Frost. 
The indorser in thig case insisted on a new trial 
for failure to receive notice. Judge Lindley says: 
“The rule is not that the in- 
dorser shall receive notice, but that 
the holder shall hold due diligence. 
The court is bound in this ease by the rule of 
Chouteau vs. Webster, passed on by Chief Justice 
Shaw. Mr. Webster was attending an extra ses- 
sion of Congress and the notice was mailed to him 
at «Washington City. Nothin was 
said about family ; only that Mr. 
Webster’s residence was in Boston; yet it was 
held to be presumed that Mr. Webster was at 
Washington, and that he received his mail there. 
If other notices are to be held as naught to estab- 
lish diligence, that sent to Washington is conclu- 
sive to fix the indorser, Mr. Frost, at 
that time a member of Congress.

The Difference in Favor of New Orleans on 
Ocean Rates. 


- — 
— 


Mr. Charles Wyman on the Freight 
Question -- Organization 
of the Bureau. 


The first step in the organization of the Freighg 
Bureau was taken on Saturday evening, én pur- 
suance of the call made by the Post-Dispatcas, 
At the St. Louis Cluba large meeting of mer. 
chants was held, at which each of the great inter 
ests involved was répresented. Some thirty-five 
or forty gentlemen were present, and the meeting 
was organized by the election of Mr. James Rich. 
ardson as president and Mr. Chas. H. Wymag 


as secretary. Mr. Dwight Treadway was called tg 
the floor and defined the object of the meeting, 
He argued the establishment of a freight bureay 
on the ground that St. Louis was certainiy bein 
discriminated against in the matter of freight, an 
the only means of meeting the difficulty was ef. 
fective organization. He deprecated any hostile 
or aggressive Dir against the railroads, as he 
was convince that the railroads were 
anxious to act fairly and - renedy 
any evil pointed out to them. Mr. 
E. €. Simmons was requested to give his views, 
andin aclear but brief statement he declared 
himself heartily at one with the bureau. He 
pointed out the effect which failure would haya 
upon the interests of the city, and impressed upon 
the meeting the importance of choosing the right 
men to make rene, Sees into all com- 
plaints. Mr. Wyman spoke on the roqgwintion of 
ocean freights. Mr. West followed and ex- 

lained the relations of the cotton trade and the 

outhwestern railways. An executive committee 
of five was recommended to be appointed, and 
the meeting adjourned, subject to a call from the 
chairman. 

MR. WYMAN ON OCEAN FREIGHTS. 

This morning a reporter calledon Mr. Chas. H. 
Wyman and asked him to state more fully than at 
the meeting on Saturday evening his views on the 
subject of ocean freightf. ‘I think,” said he, 
‘there is only one policy for the merchants of St. 
Louis to pursue with regard to ocean freights, and 
that is to have St. Louis agents at each 
European port who will control all of 
our importation, and hence be in a condition to 
dictate termf to the steamship companies. As it is 
now the dry goods, chemical and metal importers 
ret good rates; other importers do not. And why? 

ecause one man controls the rmportations in one 
case, and nobody superintends them in the other, 
In some instances I cannot help believing that 
certain English manufacturers get cut raies that 
we know nothing about. they are so very 
averse to letting their shipments get 
out of their own control. For instance, 
the earthenware manufacturers of Staffordshire 
become bi much excited if we suggest the ad- 
visability of looking after our own fmportations 
where they are concerned. I think we ought to 
have aman in Liverpool and Bremen, and pos- 
sibly one in Havre, who would have general con- 
trol of all St. Louis shipments, power to make 
rates, power to select carriage,—justas much 

ower, as far as the shipment of the goods goes, 
na word, as though he were owner—by whom 
all | or consignments to St. Louls shall be 
made.’’ , 

“That is Mr. Tredway’s idea, too?”’ 

“Yes; Mr. Tredway is altogether right in what 
he says. Now these agents must. be thoroughly 
competent men. For instance, it is always a ques- 
tion whether it is better to take a through rate 
from Liverpool to St. Louis or a brokén rate, that 
is a rate to New York or the port of entry. and 
the local rate from the seaport to this city. These 
rates shift up and down, and our man would have 
to be posted always on the rate. When he has 
control of all the St. Louis freight he can of course 
force his own concessions. Any man with a big 
lot of freight can get his own terms. For instance, 
I cabled to my Liverpool correspondent the other 
vo Bin a freight rate on 10,000 tons of iron blooms 
to New Orleans. The regular rate is 16 shillinge 
oo with primage, per ton. He at once secur 
ed a rate of 10 shillings 6 y;ence per ton, all told 
for 3,000 .tons, which was all he coul 
get handled at the time. Now 
this goes to show what I say. Here isadifference 
of six : hillings per ton given because the Liver- 
pool man can = 3,000 tons instead of 50. Su 
pose that he could goregularly to the steamship 
companies and say, ‘J have so many thousand 
tons; what will you take to carry it?’ Don’t you 
see how certain he isto get concessions that a 
man handling small blocks of freight could 
not dream of. He wiil be inas- 
ter of the _ situation, ‘or the steam- 
ship lines will always recognize the danger that 
he can charter aship and load it himself, and their 
rates must come down to a point where it will not 
pay him to do this.” 
ey do New Orleans rates compare with New 

ork?” 

“The average difference is about a shilling a ton 
onthe regular steamship lines. On oceasional 
loads the difference is less. The difference 
is, of course, in favor of New Orleans. 
But there is one thing you must remember «bout 
New Orleans. ileavy freights come- that way, 
light freights by way of New York. The differ- 
ence in time is so great that it becomes an import- 
ant factor in the problem. On light goods, such 
as dry ‘goods, the more economic transportation, 
up to ihe present time at least, has been by way 
of New York. But the great benefit of the New 
Orleans port is that for heavy evods coming 
in in bond the barge ean be brought 
side by side with the ship and the goods craned 
over and carried in bond to St. Louis. Of course 
goods are brought in bond along the freight lines 
rom New York, but the other way 
cheaper.” 

“How much St, Louis freight comes by way ol 
New Orleans from Europe in the year?” 

“Well, Ishould say, this is a guess, mind, I 
shonld Say about 100,000 tons a 
year. Yo. see that is enough th 
itself to support a regular line. of 
steamers to New Orleans. If that freight was 
all controlled . one man in Europe,. you see 
What a tremendous lever it would be to break 
down rates 0. transportation.” 

Be + much freight comes in by way of New 
ork?’ 

“That Leannot answer. Itis, as I said, heavy 
freightchiefly that comes by wayof New Orn 
jeaus, on which the duty is specific, andthe Cus 
tom-house record gives us a close idea of the 
toniage by New York. The goods are 
chiefly of a kind on which the duty Is ad,valorem, 
and you would have to go over the invoices to get 
the welght. ‘lhere is nodoubt. though at 
all of our import freight. controiled and unified by 
one man, Would be a prize that every steamship 
line would struggle for. in this way alone we ean 
compel the attention that our trade really de- 
serves.” 

MR. JOSEPM FRANKLIN. 

Mr. Franklin, the managing partner of the Wm. 
Barr Dry Goods Company, is one of the heaviest 
importers of the elty. “Mr. Wyman,” sald he, 
“has studied this question so much more deeply 
than any other man in St. Louis that, as far as 
ocean freight go, Lmust refer you to him. I think 
he understands the question abou as thoroughly 
as anybody § can. Of course our 
does a great deal of importing, and 
if we can be shown any benefits arising from the 
New Orleans 10ute we wiiltake it. I will say 
more than that, if it can be shown that it is the 
equal of the other we would certainly use It, be- 
cause | think it is the plain duty of every St.Louis 
merchant to do allin his power to build up the 
port of New Orleans. lam harrtilyat one with 
the freight bureau as a public measure for the 
benefit of the whole town, Western 
freizhnts do not affect our firin 
at all, and although the bridge toll bears on us 
heavily, the rate question Is not of the same im- 
portance to the dry goods dealer that it is to a 
merchant who handies very heavy rates. I h 
we will be able to correct this bridge matter.” 

“You have never tried todo your own transfer. 
ring from East St. Louis?” 

“No ;the statements of those who have tried It are 
not encouraging. The Tranter 
pany has a fran h'se which gives 
it practically the fleld to itseif. Yes, we want te 
see something done, and lam extremely ho 
that the Freight Bureau will accomplish @ greas 
deal of good for St. Louis shippers.”

ROSES FOR THE WINTER. 


Some of the Best of the Scarcer Varie- 
ties—A New Rose in England. 
From the New York Commercial Advertiser. 

Roses will, as usual, be the leading flower. 
Noveities will be introduced, particularly in 
what is known as fancy roses, which, cor- 
eT- 
petuals, of which the General Jacqueminot 
is a familiar type. That variety, grand as it 
is, is now superseded, and will undoubtedly 
eventually be cast in the shade by newer 
claimants for favor, possessing a more per- 
fect form of flower and great varieties ig 
color. Some of the best of the scarcr varie. 
ties are the Baroness Rothschild, a bouquet 
in itself; Duke of Edinburgh, resembii 
Jacqueminot, but having a distinct scarle 
mt Countess of Oxford, a rich carmine, 
and Magna Charta, a rose of immense size 
and perfect form,: color bright pink. Last 
season, for the first time, the favorite hybrid 
tea rose, Duke of Connaught, was Introduced. 
It is very similar to the Jacqueminot, but a 
much freer bloomer. 

Quite a nuinber of greenhouses this year 
are devoted exclusively to its culture. In 
this connection we must state that the raiser 
of this rose—Henry Bennett. of London—has 
introduced another, whichis of the crimson 
color, that is said to eclipse everything yet 
seen inthe rose. One of our American flor. 
ists saw it in London last summer and en- 
deavored to purchase a plant from Mr. Ben- 
nett, but he positively refused to sell one, 
even when offered £100 for a single plant. 
This florist, whois one of our most success- 
ful growers, well understanding the value of 
flowers, must have heid this rara avis of @ 
rose in high esteem to otfer 8500 for one plant. 
The raiser of this rose intends for the next 
season to grow ‘t exclusively for the London 
cut-flower market. He says from °,000 plants 
he expects tor six weeks to cut £100 worth a 
day, Which would be $18,000, or $6 worth 
from each plant. Wonderful stories are re- 
lated of profits realized from General Jaecquye- 
minot in winter months, but the En Arsh 
rose, which, by the way, is to be called Wil- 
liam Bennett, Outdoes all, according to the 
statements of its originator. 


An Expensive Breakfast for a Goat.

CURES BY CONTRACT. 


How a Young St. Louis Doctor 
Proposes to Work Up 
a Practice. 


Objections to the System by the Medical So- 
ciety Which Were Promptly Met. 


In the early months of last year the reportorial 
ranks of St. Louis journalism were swelled by the 
advent of an ambitious young doctor who, dis- 
heartened by the slow growth of his medical prac- 
tice, jumped at an opportunity to enter upona 
literary career and became a general utility man 
upon the local staff of one of the morning 
papers. Unfortunate'y, however, the 
leap from the _ frying pan of § unre- 
munerative doctoring into the fire of uncongenial 
reporting proved to be a mistake on his part. It 
took him but a very short time to find out that 
there was a great deal more of labor than of liter- 
ature inthe life of a reporter, and that in nine 
cases out of ten good solid leg-work rather than 
rhetoric was the desideratum. This of course 
was disappointing to the young doctor, who had 
hoped to blossom forth as a Horace Greeley in a 
year or two, and he lapsed into an indifference as 
io 60 his.’ «Swork = =which sadly marred the 
effect of his journaustic efforts. 
He lackea, too. that fine discrimination 
of the value of the news which enables the vete- 
ran reporter to give exactly the proper space to 
each item. and in some cases his diagnoses were 
very far from correct. Uponon® occasion when 
sent forth to write up a paid notice of a sale of im- 
ported singing birds, which had been adverttised 
upon the homeopathic basis, he treated the case 
upon the allopathic system, and brought back a 
solid two columns of matter, which the city editor 
bad the pleasure of boiling down Into five lines. 
Another day, when assigned to the duty 
of compoundin a drastic dose of 
facts connecte with an important 
murder case he returned to the office late in the 
evening with only a piluke of matter of by no 
means laudable character, and with the expiana- 
tion that he had met a young lady acquaintance 
from Illinois and had passed the day in her com-

“Then we draw up a contract for $20 and I take 
the case in hand. It may involve only two or 
three visits, and Imay not have to treat another 
member of the family during the remainder of the 
year; still they pay their $5 every three months.” 

“Soft thing for the @octor, eh?” 

“Weboth take ourchances. Now there’s one 
family of three that I made a contract with four 
months ago, and [’ye beenin that house pretty 
near day since. The boy has had the 
measies and scariet fever; the old man got taken 
down with rheumatism three days alter the con- 
tract was made, and the woman has had a com- 
plaint a constant attention. I figured up 
the other day that I had already put in about $150 
worth of work in thatfamily in four months, and 
the yearly contract calls for only $12.” 

“These are extreme cases. How does the aver- 
age run?” 

“The contract system is avery fair one. Five 
dollars a head is uotan exorbitant sum for the 
head of a family to pay to insure medical attend- 
ance, andjbe certainly should not grumble if the 
year passes without anyof his family getting sick. 
Tt would not pay an old doctor to do business on 
this basis, but it helps a young man to practice 
whieh be would not obtain otherwise.”
